The dram atic plea of Red Star 
came as Soviet communiques ad ­ 
mit icd it was fighting "fierce defen­ 
sive battles" on the western ap ­ 
proaches of Stalingrad, and reported 
a Nazi penetration of these posi­ 
tions 
after 
acknowledging 
w ith­ 
drawal from three more towns. 
Soviet Forces Driven Back 
It was the fourth successive day 
of official admission that, the Soviet 
forces have been driven back by the 
massive G erm an assaults. 
And. for the first time in several 
days, the 'communique reported a 
withdrawal on the front southwest 
of Stalingrad. 
There was no longer doubt that 
the enemy troops are deep into 
Novorossisk, the great naval base 
on the Black Sea. There too, the 
communique revealed, the Soviet de- 
le n d e rs were being driven back, in 
bitter fighting.
